Councillor apologises 
over busway remarks

A COUNCILLOR who said usage 
estimates for the Luton 
Dunstable Busway were ‘embel¬ 
lished’ has apologised and 
admitted he ‘got it wrong’. 

Cllr Dave Taylor said he made a 
‘mistake’ and has issued an 
apology following a radio inter¬ 
view last week in which he said 
the expected number of journeys 
in the busway’s first year were 
‘embellished’. 

Last week Luton council 
revealed there had been 1,040,000 
busway passenger journeys 
between its opening on 
September 25, 2013 and the end 
of June this year. 

A business case submitted by 
the council to the government in 
2008 estimated there would be 
three million passenger journeys 
in the first year. 

Following Cllr Taylor’s claims 
last week, the ex-chair of the 
Luton Conservative Association 
John Young lodged a formal 
complaint with Luton council’s 
chief executive Trevor Holden. 

Margaret Hodge MP, chair of 
the Public Accounts Committee, 
has also asked the National Audit 
Office to look into the matter. 

In a statement issued on 
Thursday, Cllr Taylor said: “I 
wish to make it absolutely clear 


LUTON Airport experienced its 
busiest month on record in 
August, leaving the rest of the 
UK’s airports lagging behind.

“I got it wrong and apologise for 
my mistake. 

“The 2008 business case put 
forward ‘pessimistic’, ‘most like¬ 
ly’ and ‘optimistic’ scenarios in 
terms of what the local economy 
would look like, and the impacts 
of projected jobs, homes and 
airport growth on future trans¬ 
port demand. 

“I was mistakenly referring to 
the ‘optimistic’ projections when 
in fact it was clearly the ‘most 
likely’ scenario that was used. 

“These figures were verified by 


Airport Operations Limited, 
said: “Interest in London Luton 
from leisure and business pas¬ 
sengers has never been higher. 

“This is a great platform from 
which to launch our ambitious 
redevelopment programme and 
enable London Luton to become 
a leading airport serving London, 
Luton and surrounding regions.” 

London Luton is on track for the 
busiest year in its 76-year history. 

The increase is being driven by 
new routes and carriers and a 
new 10-year deal with easyjet 
announced in March which will 


separate economists acting 
independently for both the 
Council and the Department for 
Transport, and no concerns were 
raised by the Government about 
the economic assumptions 
made. 

“If the National Audit Office 
should wish to look again at this 
matter then myself and the 
Council would welcome that, 
there is absolutely nothing to 
hide.” 

Cllr Taylor added that it was 
‘regrettable that this genuine 
mistake during a live interview 
has been turned into a local 
political football’.

London Luton by 20 per cent over 
the next year. 

Also, the £100m redevelopment 
of the airport, approved in July, 
will see the airport increase its 
annual passenger capacity by 
around a third to 18 million. 

The redevelopment is also

£283m, to around £1.2b, and 
create over 5,000 new jobs.

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Charles Bronson’s art 
to be sold at auction

LUTON-BORN Charles Bronson, 
described as Britain's ‘most violent 
prisoner', will see some of his 
artwork go under the hammer at an 
auction on Thursday. 

The 61-year-old inmate, who recent¬ 
ly changed his name by deed poll to 
Charles Salvador, has become almost 
as well-known for his artwork as his 
life of crime. 

The collection, which has been 
offered by Mr Salvador’s family, will 
be sold at 5pm at JP Humbert 
auctioneers in Towcester, Northants. 

A proportion of the proceeds will be 
donated to The Brain Tumour Charity 
and Keech Cottage Hospice in Luton. 

Mr Salvador’s artwork is made up of 
around 200 lots including paintings, 
personal effects, clothing, signed 
books, a hand-made Christmas 
present and even part of his beard. 

Auctioneer Jonathan Humbert said: 
“Mr Salvador has now ‘rejected vio¬ 
lence’ and adopted his new alter-ego. 

“In his own words, ‘I have given this 
a lot of thought and I really have little 
choice but to kill Bronson off once 
and for all. I have become a hostage of 
my own notoriety; Bronson is burying 


any chance of me ever being freed’.” 

After being jailed for seven years in 
1974 for robbery, Bronson went on to 
made a name for himself by fighting 
prison guards, taking other inmates 
prisoner and starting one man riots. 

Most recently he pleaded guilty to 
assaulting the governor of HMP 
Woodhill in Milton Keyes. He is 
currently serving a life sentence in 
Full Sutton Prison in York. 

Mr Humbert added: “From an indi¬ 
vidual who has clearly spent most of 
his adult life in prison and who, by any 


stretch of the imagination, has lived a 
very ‘alternative’ life, come pencil and 
crayon studies that show an intelli¬ 
gent, albeit troubled and frustrated 
mind, working together with a capa¬ 
ble and detailed hand, combining to 
depict works of clear artistic merit. 

“What is clear from the many stories 
that these items tell is that even 
though so many years have been 
served behind bars, the indomitable 
human condition still fights through 
with a clear sense of humour that 
prison walls cannot quell.” 


Safari elephants welcome baby 



A BABY elephant has been at Woburn 
Safari Park to the park’s 20-year-old 
Asian elephant. 

The calf was welcomed by her 
mother Damini, after a 22-month 
pregnancy, and father 20-year-old 
Raja, who is Woburn’s only bull 
elephant, along with the rest of the 
Park’s five-strong herd. 

The unnamed calf is just three feet 
tall and weighs 122kg, and is expected 
to grow up to be three metres tall and 
weigh a hefty four tonnes.

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Vicar is jailed for 
‘child sex chats’

A VICAR has been jailed for 
two years for a series of 
depraved online chats he 
had with children, including 
one where he told a girl to 
sexually abuse her sister. 

Reverend James Ogley, vicar 
of St Francis’ Church in 
Carteret Road, Luton, also 
told the 13-year-old he want¬ 
ed her and her nine-year-old 
sister to have sex with their 
own mother. 

Police discovered his 
warped communications 
when they went to the vicar¬ 
age where he lived with his 
family and seized his laptop. 

Ogley, a married father of 
two young children, pleaded 
guilty at Luton Crown Court 
to seven charges of publish¬ 
ing obscene material in the 
form of chat logs. 

Six offences relate to mate¬ 
rial posted online in June 
2012 and one to a publication 
in November 2012. 

He has been suspended 
from his post as vicar since 
his arrest in January last year 
and the Diocese of St Albans 
has said the Bishop of St 
Albans, Rev’d Dr Alan Smith, 
was deliberating on what 
course of action to take. 

The court was told Ogley 
had been a regular visitor to

the chat room for youngsters, 
deriving sexual gratification 
from the chat logs. 

However, officers from 
Hertfordshire Police’s County 
Community Safety Unit went 
to Ogley’s home after receiv¬ 
ing ‘intelligence’ that some¬ 
one at the address had been 
attempting to contact chil¬ 
dren via an internet chat 
room and asking them to 
‘commit child sex offences’. 

When the couple were ques¬ 
tioned about their use of the 
chat room, the vicar said he 
had not visited the chat forum 


for ‘some time’. His wife said 
she had not used the chat 
room since her days at 
university. 

But after officers were 
provided with a password to 
his laptop, chat logs were 
discovered that showed he had 
been having ‘sexually explicit’ 
online conversations with 
youngsters who appeared to 
be under the age of 16. 

The judge told Ogley had 
police been able to trace 
those people receiving his 
chat logs, then he could have 
faced the much more serious 
charges of inciting a child to 
engage in sexual activity. 

Following Ogley’s sentenc¬ 
ing, the Diocese of St Albans 
said Rev’d Dr Smith ‘may now 
impose an appropriate 
penalty under the Clergy 
Discipline Measure 2003’. 

The Bishop of Bedford, 
Rev’d Richard Atkinson, said: 
“The sentence reflects the 
gravity of James Ogley’s 
actions. The Church of 
England and anyone entering 
one of our churches rightly 
expect the highest standards 
of behaviour from clergy and 
all those holding office. 

“James Ogley’s behaviour 
fell far short of that stand¬ 
ard.” 

He added that his prayers 
were with ‘all those affected’ 
by Ogley’s actions.

Epic run ‘difficult’

LUTON’S Dave Hall has 
recently finished a charity 
run from John O’ Groats to 
Land’s End in aid of housing 
conditions in Sierra Leone. 

He’s an experienced long 
distance runner and has 
pulled off an epic challenge 
of managing to run 40 
marathons in 40 days. 

When asked how he did it, 
Dave says: “With great 
difficulty, if I’m honest! 

“I tried to start at 9am each 
day, run for three hours and 
then have a break for lunch. 

“I’d usually run a shorter 
stint in the afternoon after a 
bit of a recovery.” 

He averaged the distance 
of a marathon each day, but 
sometimes ran a bit more 
and other times a bit less. 

He added: “The most I ran 
in one day was 35 miles, 
when I got lost and had to

run cross country to find a 
main road.” 

Recovery was a very 
important part when it came 
to completing the run, with 
a daily routine in place. 

Dave said: “For recovery, 

I’d drink a protein shake at 
lunch and also as soon as I’d 
finish and then have a good 
meal in the evening. 

“I had physio sessions and 
every night I’d have a cold 
bath so my muscles wouldn’t 
cramp up, which also helped 
heal up the aches.” 

Despite all this, getting 
started each morning was a 


challenge. The first hour of 
each day was absolute 
agony, but after that my legs 
loosened up and it was 
enjoyable. 

“The first week was the 
hardest, but if you can keep 
going you get fitter, lose 
weight and it starts to get 
easier.” 

Training for the event 
consisted of running the 
London Marathon and then 
an hour’s run each day for 
six weeks before the start. 

On his training, Dave said: 
“I ran around the hills near 
Barton le Clay, or around

LUTON Borough Council has 
boosted its minimum wage 
to become a ‘living wage 
employer'. 

The new policy came into 
effect on October 1, meaning 
all employees of the authority 
will earn a minimum of £7.65 
per hour, £1.15 above the 
national minimum wage. 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, leader 
of the council, said: “These 
are harsh economic times 
and many families are simply 


struggling to make ends 
meet. As well as making 
sound business and econom¬ 
ic sense in terms of staff 
motivation and retention, we 
believe it is morally right that 
people should earn a fair 
wage and have a reasonable 
standard of living.” 

This is part of the council’s 
commitment to lifting more 
families out of working 
poverty and sees it join many 
other authorities, businesses 
and organisations leading the 
way to make sure employees 
are paid at least the amount 


calculated to cover basic 
living costs. 

Cllr Simmons added: “While 
the number of directly 
employed council staff who 
will see their earnings 
increased is relatively small, 
it is vital that we are leading 
the way on this, and we will 
be encouraging other local 
organisations to follow suit.” 

As well as helping to recruit 
and retain staff, the council 
also hopes that the policy will 
send a strong message to 
other employers in the 
borough to adopt the scheme.

A community order 
for benefit fraudster

A WOMAN has been given a 
12-month community order 
with 200 hours of unpaid 
work after being convicted of 
benefit fraud. 

Sarah Webb, 34, of Jasmine 
Road, Luton, appeared at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday after she pleaded 
guilty to fraud offences. 

She had failed to report a 
change in her circumstanc¬ 
es to Luton council and as a 
result, fraudulently 


obtained housing benefit of 
£6,351.42. 

In addition to the commu¬ 
nity order she also has to 
pay £220 towards the 
authority’s costs, a £60 
victim surcharge and repay 
the benefit money in full. 

The court heard how the 
council’s investigations 
team had looked into her 
benefit claims after receiv¬ 
ing a detailed anonymous 
phone call. 

Through this the authority 
then discovered Webb had 
failed to report that her 


partner had moved in with 
her. Following Webb’s con¬ 
viction, Cllr Mohammed 
Ashraf has issued a warning 
to residents who claim hous¬ 
ing benefit but don’t tell the 
authority of any changes in 
their circumstance. 

He said: “Benefit fraud is 
stealing, and people who 
claim at the expense of tax¬ 
payers when they are not 
entitled to do so can be 
assured the council will 
catch up with them and 
work relentlessly to bring 
them before the courts.”

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Why action is needed 
to help stabilise Iraq 


Gavin Shuker, MP for Luton South, 
explains why his supporting the 
limited action being taken to try 
-1 and stabilise the situation in Iraq 


IRAQ. Rarely does a word 
engender such an immedi¬ 
ate, sometimes visceral, 
reaction in most people. 

Like millions of others, I 
opposed the war in Iraq in 
2003. I supported military 
intervention in Libya in 2011, 
and vehemently disagreed 
with proposed action in Syria 
last year, having decided I 
would willingly pay for it 
with my job should I have to. 

I concluded that I couldn’t 
vote with my party if we 
supported the government in 
their desire to bomb 
President Assad’s regime. In 
the end it was our party’s 
opposition that allowed us to 
defeat the government by the 
tightest of margins. 

So I’m neither a ‘hawk’ or a 
‘dove’. I suppose, like many of 
my generation who marched 
about the second Iraq war, my 
default position on 
military intervention is 
sceptical, or as I would say, 
‘realist’. That has always 
motivated me to analyse each 
vote I am asked to cast in 
situations of foreign affairs 
intensely. 

In the House of Commons, 
David Cameron made an 
argument for military action 
that was first and foremost 
about protecting the UK 
from attack. I personally feel 


this was the wrong starting 
point. 

Indeed, we’ve been here 
before at the time of our last 
adventure in Iraq. 

But this conflict is not that 
one. In 2003, Britain sought 
to change regimes in 
Iraq; today we are 
acting on the invi- ■ 
tation of the dem¬ 
ocratic govern¬ 
ment of Iraq. 

Indeed, those 
carrying the 
placards around 
Westminster say¬ 
ing, ‘Don’t bomb 
Iraq’ need to confront 
the reality that the fighters 
we are taking on don’t even 
view it as Iraq in the first 
place. 

In 2003, we acted without 
the support of the other 
countries of the region. In 
this conflict, there is broad 
international support not a 
divided world, with all 28 EU 
member states and the Arab 
League providing support; 
and five Arab states taking 


part in action. They too real¬ 
ise that ISIL is killing Muslims 
in the name of Islam, and 
they represent a threat to all 
the people of the region. 

In 2003, we chose to go to 
war when other options were 
on the table. In this 
conflict, ISIL have 
declared war on 
us; indeed any¬ 
one who does 
not agree with 
their ideology 
can expect bru¬ 
tal repercussions. 
There is no argu¬ 
ment about wheth¬ 
er military action is a 
last resort. The shocking 
images of westerners being 
beheaded only pale against 
the reports of infanticide, 
rape and execution of 
religious minorities in vast 
numbers. 

So, to stabilise Iraq, and 
give the most vulnerable 
people in that region a fight¬ 
ing chance, I support this 
limited action by the UK 
government.

The Equalizer

In cinemas now 


OSCAR winner Denzel 
Washington returns as shop 
assistant Robert McCall in 
the exceptionally violent 
re-make of the 80s' TV show, 
The Equalizer. 

McCall, a retired black ops 
officer, leads a humdrum life 
working in a home supplies 
store (think B&Q) in Boston - 
until a helpless street walker 
turns up covered in bruises 
and smeared makeup. 

It doesn’t take long until 
Washington is knee deep in 
mobsters and corruption as he 
dreams up endless creative 
ways to torture and maim 
using the supplies of his store. 

Hacking limbs, slicing 
throats and corkscrewing 
heads is how our anti-hero 
dispenses justice to “equalise” 
power in favour of the help¬ 
less, but it won’t win any 
awards for the amount of 
senseless violence it’s intent 
on delivering. 


Fortunately Denzel 

Washington is a high pedigree 
actor who carries enough 
gravitas to deliver a captivat¬ 
ing performance, it’s just a 
shame that the material he’s 
got to work with is far from 
being equal to his talent. 

But watching him make 
sadistic villains quake in their 
boots is darkly satisfying and, 
let’s face it, Washington 
playing a vigilante is the only 
reason you’ll see this film. 

We can almost forgive the 
less favourable aspects of the 
film with Washington as its 
saving grace, if it weren’t for 
the generic cliches director 
Antoine Fuqua is determined 
to shove down our throats. 
Cliche tough one liners, a dock 
showdown and a slow motion 
walk away from a giant explo¬ 
sion? 

Please, it’s been done before. 

At over two hours The 
Equalizer is too long, even if 
violence with power tools 
does cause the occasional 
flinch. 

For an actor who has never 
starred in a sequel, let’s hope 
Denzel doesn’t start with this 
one.

A SELLOUT crowd greeted From The Jam and 
they weren’t disappointed by the band that 
continues the legend of pop icons The Jam. 

FTJ features Bruce Foxton on bass - he 
fronted The Jam with Paul Weller in the late 
70s and early 80s, enjoying a run of 18 
consecutive Top 40 singles before the band split. 

The UKCCA show featured a play through of 
The Jam’s Setting Sons album to mark the 35th 
anniversary of its release. It includes classic hits 
like Eton Rifles which were delivered with real 
grit and vitality by the three-piece band including 
Russell Hastings on guitar and vocals and 
drummer Steve ‘Smiley’ Barnard. 

A selection of classics followed including Going

A trustee of Digswell Art School in 
Hertfordshire and Artist in Residence 
at St Francis’ College in Letchworth, 
she has previously displayed her 
work at exhibitions in Watford, Luton 
and Bedford.

The Skoda Octavia Scout estate offers 
an all-wheel drive chassis, a raised 
ride height and a pair of punchy diesel 
engines at prices that stack up against 
some superminis. Its bigger inside 
than a Passat Alltrack or an Insignia 
Country Tourer and cheaper to run 
than both as well. Job very well done. 

The basics are pretty straightforward. For this 
sort of car, you really want an estate bodyshell, 
a bit of extra ride height, a brawny diesel engine 
and the obligatory all-wheel drive mechanicals. 
Skoda duly delivers, with the engine choice 
extending to either a 2.0 TDI150PS with a 
six-speed manual gearbox or a 2.0 TDI 184PS 
featuring a six-speed DSG twin-clutcher as 
standard. 

The Scout certainly looks the part, with a 
distinctive front end that features a silver skid 
plate and fog lights assembly. There’s also a 
redesigned rear end, with black body cladding 
added to help keep scuffs off the paintwork 


while off-roading. 

The ride height has been 
jacked up by a further 33mm, and with a total 
ride height of 171mm, the Scout has even more 
ground clearance than many so-called SUVs 
such as the Audi Q3. 

The Skoda Octavia Scout is the sort of vehicle 
bought by people who will genuinely use its 
extended capabilities. Its a car that will get the 
job done in all weathers and which will shrug 
off some serious punishment in the process. 

Its never going to make the longlist of those 
looking to make a lifestyle statement or impress 
their friends at the golf club and that, in part, 
is what makes the Scout so appealing. Its 
authentic, and authenticity is something car 
manufacturers spend millions trying to claim. 
Both variants have something to be said 
for them. The entry-level car offers sterling 
value, while the more powerful engine and 
silky-smooth DSG gearbox are items best not 
sampled if budgets are a bit tight. As a one 
car solution that does nearly everything, the 
Octavia Scout takes a heck of a lot of beating.
